fession of Alex Lambersky, 
Dixon State hospital patient, 
to the grand jury for a man- 
slaughter indictment but the 
court held that the indictment 
is valid because other compe- 
tent evidence was submitted. 


The court ruled that the motion 


to quash the indictment against 
Lambersky be overruled and that 
the case be returned to the court 
here. 


Claims Righto Violated 


Lee County Public Defender 


Walter W. Stevens won his motion 
to quash the indictment in argu- 
ment before Judge George C. Dix- 
on on grounds that testimony given 
by Lambersky at a private investi- 
gation at the hospital and at the 
inquest into the death of Kenneth 
LaRoy, 9, was presented to the 
grand jury without Lambersky's 
permission in violation of his con- 
stitutional rights. 


Not All Incompetent 


Pires claimed that the court 


should not inquire into testimony 
given before the grand jury unless 
all the witnesses and all the evi- 
dence was incompetent. The su- 
preme court today ruled that not 
all the witnesses nor all the testi- 
mony was incompetent.

Judge Dixon during the hearing 


on the motion ru|e4 that the w 
nesses and testimony"* were incom- 
petent and granted the motion to 
quash the indictment. However, he 
added that he hoped the case would 
be appealed and that a higher 
court would rule on the charges 
termed "unique" in Illinois crimi- 
nal law. 


Reject Contention 


The supreme court also rejected 


the contention that an indictment 
cannot be returned against a per- 
son judged feeble minded as was 
Lambersky.

SEOUL, Korea—(AP)—Four Communist BIG-15 jets and a U. S. 


F-80 Shooting Star were shot down in two battles today in a fierce 
flareup of the air war over northwestern Korea. 


Four MIGs were damaged in 


Tuesday's double-barreled action. 
The figures were reported by the 
U.S. Fifth air force. 


Ground fighting slowed almost 


to a standstill as truce negotiators 
agreed on a provisional cease-fire 
line across the Korean peninsula. 


The provisional line will become 


the cease-fire mark if negotiators 
agree in 30 days—by Dec. 27—on 
terms of a full armistice. 


Sides are free to keep up the 


ground, air and sea fighting during 
the 30-day period. 


It was considered a certainty 


that air and sea warfare would go 
on unabated. A lull was expected 
in ground action on the theory it 
would t* wasteful of men ana ma- 


terials to take new ground and 
have to give it up almost imme- 
diately in the event of an armis- 
tice. 


The American Shooting Star 


was knocked down in the first bat- 
tle Tuesday—a skirmish between 
16 MIGs and four of the slower 
Shooting Stars. Fifth air force 
said the pilot was killed. One MIG 
was damaged in that battle. 


The four MIG kills came in the 


day's second fight, a clash be- 
tween 19 U.S. Sabre Jets and 18 
MIGs. One MIG was damaged. 


It was one of the rare battles in 


which the American jets met the 
Reds on even or better terms.

Truce Negotiators Hit Snag on 
Two More Armistice Questions 


MUNSAN, Korea—(AP)—Truce negotiators signed a cease-fire 


line agreement today and immediately developed two vital differences 
on how to supervise an armistice in Korea. 


United Nations delegates insisted on: 


1. Joint Allied-Communist in- 


spection teams with "free access 
to all parts of Korea." 


2. Provision against military 


buildups by either side. 


Neither point was included in a 


plan proposed by the Reds, who 
have never permitted outsiders in 
Communist Korea. 


The full five-man negotiating 


teams—all in full dress except for 
two drably ,-plad Chinese generals 
—approved a cease-fire line agree- 
ment opening the way for an arm- 
istice within 30 days. Then they 
plunged into the next truce ques- 
tion. That is supervision of an 
armistice. Each presented its own 
ideas. 


In Agreement 


The two plans were in general 


agreement on four points: (1) 
Shooting to stop when an armis- 
tice is signed, (2) a joint com- 
mission to supervise the truce, (3) 
all forces to withdraw from the 
buffer zone and enemy territory 
after the armistice is signed, and 
(4) armed troops to stay out of 
the buffer zone. 


Vice. Adm. C. Turner Joy, chief 


UN delegate, presented the seven- 
point Allied plan after hearing the 
Communist suggestions. 


The Communists asked for an 


adjournment until 11 a. m. Wed- 
nesday to study the UN plan.

Judges Hear 
Arguments on 
Gambling Tax 
May Be First Test 
Of New Federal Law 
On Gaming Income 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


A special three-judge tribunal 
heard arguments today that 
the new gambling tax is (A) 
perfectly valid and (B) un- 
constitutional because it is 
aimed only at those who are 
breaking local gambling laws. 


After hearing, both sides 


the judges took the case un- 
der advisement. This may be 
the first test of the law's va- 
lidity. 


Myron Ehrlich, attorney for 


Hayes L. Combs, 41, of Washing- 
ton, 
argued that the supreme 


court has held similar tax laws 
unconstitutional in the past. 


Cite* Whisky Tax 


He said that is what happened 


to a tax put on whisky manu- 
facturers back in prohibition days. 


But the government attorney, 


Ross OTJonoghue, called it: "A 
perfectly valid tax." 


The new tax requires all gam- 


blers to buy a $50 occupation tax 
stamp and pay 10 per cent on 
their gross gambling income. The 
law went into effect Nov. 1. 


Applies For Stamp 


Combs applied for the tax 


Stamp, but refused to answer all 
questions about his business ad- 
dress, his employers, his agents 
or his associates on the grounds 
that to answer might incriminate 
him. His application was denied. 


Ehrlich told the court: 
"The only people in the District 


of Columbia who possibly could be 
liable under this act are those 
who are violating the gambling 
laws of the district." 


Judge Asks Question* 


One of the judges, Henry W. 


Edgerton, asked if this meant 
that Combs was violating the 
local tax laws. 


"I don't say that in. the com- 


plaint," Ehrlich, "But I do say 
he wants to do it—he wants to 
do it—but he doesn't want to do 
it without paying'the tax." 


Edgerton asked Ehrlich if it 


wasn't true that in Nevada several 
different types of gambling are 
legal. Ehrlich said that was true. 


"And wouldn't these people have 


to pay the tax too?" Edgerton 
asked. 


Ehrlich agreed, but he insisted 


the tax still is directed primarily 
at those breaking gambling,laws. 


Combs filed the gambling suit 


on Nov. l, the day the law went 
into effect.

State Supreme Court Refuses 
To Pass on Slot Raid Question. 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—The Illinois Supreme court today de- 


clined to pass on the question of whether state police have the power 
to make gambling raids. 


The question was raised in connection with a state police raid in 


May, 1950, on the Hyde Park club in Madison. Gambling equipment 
and more than $18,000 in cash were seized. 


In its opinion, the Supreme 


court said that a search warrant 
for the raid was properly obtained 
from a justice of the peace and 
served on one of the Hyde Park 
club operators. 


Derm It Unnecessary 


In view of this, the court added, 


"We deem it unnecessary in this 
opinion to pass upon the questions 
raised concerning the operating 
limits of state highway police- 
men." 


The Fourth District Appellate 


court at Mt. Vernon, in a sep- 
arate case, recently upheld the 
use of state police for gambling 
raids, which they have been mak- 
ing for the last 18 months. 


Appealed By Elliott 


Tht Hyde Parti CM* wu ap- 


pealed to the supreme court by 
Atty. Gen. Ivan A. Elliott after 
Madison County Judge Michael 
Kinney had ordered the gambling 
equipment and rash returned to 
the owners. Judge Kinney also 
allowed a motion to suppress the 
use of the seized property as evi- 
dence in a criminal proceeding. 


On the question of what to do 


with the seized property, the su- 
preme court ordered the lower 
court to determine whether it is 
contraband and subject to seizure. 


"Whether much of the property

At least that was the average 


earning of 583 hog farms which 
kept records last year m the Farm 
Bureau Management Service. The 
1950 summary of records on 2,824 
farms has just been finished by the 
farm management specialists A. G. 
Mueller, F. J. Reiss and J. B. Cun- 
ningham. 


They found that the 583 hog 


farms weaned an average of 6y2 
pigs per litter from 33 Utters dur- 
ing the year and had a 2.2 per cent 
death loss by weight after wean- 
ing.

Total Produced 


Total pork produced was 48,500 


pounds from 200 hogs averaging 
242 pounds when sold. 


It took an average of 440 pounds 


total feed—395 pounds of gram 
and 45 pounds of protein and min- 
erals—plus some hay and pasture 
to put on 100 pounds of gain. Feed 
cost per 100 pounds of gain was 
$12.29. 


For their work, the swine raisers 


took in just over $9,000 gross but 
paid out just under $6,000 for all 
feed. Average price received was 
just under $18 per hundredweight,

URBANA—Northern European 


fanners are on the verge of a 
tremendous c h a n g e o v e r from 
open-pollinated corn to hybrid 
seed. 


That's the view expressed to- 


day by A. L. Lang-, University of 
Illinois soiU mail, alter reluming 
from a 10-week tour of nine Mar- 
shall-plan European countries. He 
j£ited France, Italy, Portugal 
Switzerland, Germany, 
Sweden, 


Holland, Turkey and Austria with 
G: F. Sprague, Iowa State College 
corn breeder, to^make suggestions 
on Improving hybrid seed corn 
production in those countries. 


"We were amazed at the very 


rapid progress in hybrid corn 
breeding," reported Lang. "Be- 
cause of the war, European farm- 
ers did not have hybrid corn to 
^y extent until about 1947. But 
they've probably saved 10 years' 
time- by drawing on our know- 
ledge," 
^ Lang says hybrid corn is sure 
to have a tremendous impact on 
the 
agricultural 
economy 
of 


European countries. Besides pro- 
viding more feed for livestock, 
corn will release more food for 
humans. For example, corn can 
replace the wheat and sugar beets 
iftv being fed to- livestock. This 
would furnish more flour for bread 
and make it unnecessary to im- 
port sugar. 


Lang adds that hybrid corn 


yields in Europe are going to be 
every "bit as high as oursr and 
often far superior. There's no 
question that the big increase will 
come Irom 
hybrids especially 


suited to European conditions 
which are being developed by 
nfent breeders there. 
^'In the Po valley of Italy, now 
badly damaged by floods, they 
talk of 160-bushel corn as we talk 
of 80-bushel yields," reports Lang. 
"We saw several fields of 200- 
bushel corn being harvested." 


In Holland, 80-bushel yields are 


common in an area which, on this 
continent, would lie about .500 
miles north of Chicago. 


A 5-acre field of corn is pretty 
l«ge for most European farms, 
explains, Lang, but they use ex- 
ceedingly good growing methods.

Total supply of grains and other 


concentrates available for live- 
stock feed for the 1051-52 feed 
year will be nearly 137 million 
tons. That's about 9 per cent more 
than the amount fed in 1950-51. 


Larger This Year 


Supply of grains and low-pro- 


tein by-products is 10 per cent 
larger this year than last; and 
the supply of high-protein feeds, 
on an oilmeal equivalent basis, is 
up 3 per cent. 


The 1951 crops of corn, oats, 


barley and grain sorghums were 
about 6 million tons smaller than 
those of last year. But larger in- 
ventories on hand this fall brought 
total supplies of these grains for 
1951-52 above last year..

LONDON—Please bear in ,mind that you and I are coming from 


behind in this study of the clandestine political activities of the 
American boss unioneers in Europe and that much information that 
should be of general public knowledge among us is actually con- 
cealed. In * vague way, as a professional Red-baiter and opponent 
of the international Socialist conspiracy, I had 
learned that the- army, the state department and 
Paul Hoffman's economic cooperation administra- 
tion, known aa EGA, ostensibly a "relief" fund. 
were being used by the unions as avenues into Eu- 
ropean politics. Even during the war, delegations 
of the A. F. of L. and the CIO were sent into back 
areas as the Americans advanced in France to tell 
the GI's that the stories which they would hear 
about strikes, stalling, malingering and racketeer- 
ing when they came home were a pack of lies.

Guided Missile 
Defense Plan 
Bared by RCA 


NEW YORK, (AP)-A system 


to deflect guided missiles, detect 
planes at greater distances and 
relay television programs overseas 
has been patented. 


This method, announced yester- 


f».y by the Radio Corporation of 
America, would combine airborne 
radar, television and microwave 
radio relay beams. 


RCA said all the equipment in- 


volved already has been developed 
and is in use. It said the patent 
on the method was issued to RCA 
Board Chairman David Sarnoff, 
who assigned it to the company. 


The announcement said the plan 


would work this way: 


An enemy's control signals to a 


guided missile could be inter- 
cepted, 
then 
identical signals 


could be sent to divert the missile 
from its target. 


To detect planes or guided mis- 


siles, a succession of planes would 
fly along a course with radar 
equipment. A television camera in 
each plane would record the radar 
information. 


Then, by low-power microwave 


relay apparatus, the television 
image would be sent from the 
front plane to the next in line and 
so on back to a central intelligence 
station or command post. 


This same relay system could 


be used to relay television pro- 
grams across seas.

Taft's Opponent Hurls Back 
Charges at Senate Hearing 


WASHINGTON, iAP)—Joseph 


T. Ferguson contended today that 
spending to reelect Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) in 1950 could be figured 
at $100,000,000—using the same 
approach Taft did in putting costs 
of the Ferguson campaign at $2,- 
000,000. 


Ferguson, Democrat who lost 


the election to Taft by 430,000 
votes, fired back from the witness 
chair of a senate elections sub- 
committee at many of the state- 
ments Taft made from the same 
seat yesterday. 


Calls Charge "Lie" 


A peppery little man, known as 


"Jumping Joe" in Ohio, Ferguson 
said it was a "deliberate lie" that 
the Democratic campaign was 
"blue printed by a (Jommunist by 
the name of Hall." Taft had said 
that Communist Gus Hall wrote 
an article in a Communist maga- 
zine which "blueprinted" the fight 
against his reelection. 


Ferguson commented: "The only 


Communist—or 
ex-Communist— 


who came into Ohio—that I know 
of—was Ben Gitlow who made 
several, speeches for Mr. Taft." 


Names "Carpetbaggers" 


As for Taft's charge of "Car- 


petbaggers" (out-of-staters) en- 
gaging in the campaign, Ferguson 
said there were plenty on Taft's 
side. He ticked off the names of 
Senator Wherry (R-Neb), Repub- 
lican National Committee Chair- 
man Guy Gabrielson, Movie Actor 
Adolphe Menjou, Harold Stassen, 
Senator Byrd (D-Va) and Senator 
McCarthy (R-Wis). 


No contest is involved in the 


present hearing. The elections sub- 
committee is hearing testimony on 
the basis that it may be helpful 
in developing Improved election 
taws. Each side in the Ohio con- 
test charged the other with ex- 
cessive spending. 


Taft Absent 


Taft was nof present as Fer- 


guson testified. He is in North 
Carolina on a speaking tour. Jack 
Martin, his administrative assist- 
ant sat behind the committee and 
listened to the testimony. 


Ferguson came before the com- 


mittee with a statement in which 
he estimated the costs of the Taft 
campaign at $5,000,000. But he 
had also a "supplement" in which 
lie said the cost might be figured 
at $100,000,000 if calculation were 
made on the basis that Taft used. 


No "Big Deal" 


He said the senator made a 


"big deal" out of the fact that 
"one lonely radio news commen- 
tator," Frank Edwards, supported 
Ferguson. Edwards' 
broadcasts 


are sponsored by the American 
Federation of Labor. 


"But Mr. Taft did not mention 


that great number of radio news- 
man 
and columnists he had 


spreading propaganda for him," 
Ferguson said. "If the comments 
of Frank Edwards are to be 
charged as a campaign contri- 
bution, then I will have to revise 
my claim of 55,000,000 dollars 
and say that the Taft contribu- 
tions amounted to many millions 
more—possibly $100,000,000." 


Lists Supporters 


Ferguson said a "partial list" 


of well-known reporters and com- 
mentators supporting Taft in- 
cluded Fulton Lewis jr., Dorothy 
Thompson, Victor Reisel, Raymond 
Moley, David Lawrence,. West- 
brook Pegler, George Sokolsky, 
Jay Franklin, Frank Kent, Gould 
Lincoln, G e o r g e Dixon, and 
"probably a lot of others whom 
I can't recall."

the alleged racket first was sus- 
pected in 1950 by legitimate cig- 
aret wholesalers. They said some 
distributors 
were 
undercutting 


them on price beyond normal com- 
petitive possibilities. 
Also, the 


state's income from the cigaret 
tax began dropping off despite fac- 
tory figures showing an increase 
in cigaret sales in Illinois. 


The cigaret tax accounts for 


more than nine per cent of the 
revenue department's total tax col- 
lections. 


Stevenson 
said 
the 
alleged 


racket developed after the theft 
of four Pitney-Bowes tax meters 
which had been assigned to cigaret 
distributors by the department of 
revenue. These meters were stolen 
in March and October, 1949, and 
in April and June, 1950. 


The meters print an assigned 


tax number on each pack of cigar- 
ets and the state is paid according 
'to the number of impressions 
made. Heineman said the coun- 
terfeiters made new meter dies 
and plates to hide the fact the 
stolen machines were in use. Thus, 
he said, tax payments were evaded. 


In one period, he said, the inves- 


tigators shopped in 125 retail 
stores and purchased 361 cartons 
of cigarets. Of this number, 130 
cartons at 63 different stores in 
Cook county were found to bear 
counterfeit stamps. 


Policemen taking part in the 


raids were plainclothesmen 
brought in from downstate so that 
they would not be recognized. 


The cigaret tax is a levy on 


cigaret consumption in Illinois. It 
is imposed at the ditributor level 
for the privilege of engaging in the 
business of distributing cigaret in 
the state. 


The tax was first levied In 1942 


at the rate of two cents on a pack 
of 20 cigarets. On Jan. 1, 1947, 
the tax was increased to three 
cents a pack, the extra penny ear- 
marked to apply toward retire- 
ment of veterans' bonus bons^j. 


The total revenue collected by 


the state from cigaret stamp sales 
in the fiscal year ending June 30 
1950, was 128,467,368.

of the parish records failed to dis- 
close any such marriage.

Dry then professed to be "hazy" 
about the date and place, the

McKinney's comments w e r 


made last night in his first majo 
speech since becoming nationa 
chairman Oct. 31. He addressed 
$100-a-plate banquet of the Demo 
cratic National committee.

NEW YORK— (AP)—Signing- of 


a cease-fire line agreement in Ko- 
rea is only a step toward an arm- 
istice. 


There still remain some vexing 


problems to be solved before there 
is any real hope for a truce-peace 
in that uneasy peninsula. 


A top problem, of course, is the 


task of getting the enemy to 
agree to let joint allied-Communist 
teams travel freely to all parts of 
Korea to see that armistice terms 
are carried out fully. The Reds, 
for reasons of their own, are no- 
toriously reluctant to permit out- 
siders into their territory. 


May Founder on Fear 


That stubborn "fear of the for- 


eigner" may be the rock upon 
which armistice negotiations still 
will founder. But it is hard to see 
how the allies can withdraw from 
their position. They cannot blind-

ly agree to a pact they have no 
share in enforcing. 


Another thorny issue is the prob- 


lem of prisoner exchange. It has 
many facets. 


For one thing, the return of al- 


lied prisoners of war will reveal 
the full toll of Red atrocities 
among the captives. Nearly 11,000 
Americans are listed as misboig in 
action. The fact must be faced 
that only a fraction of these men 
remain alive, probably fewer than 
half. 


Same Uncertainty 


The same uncertainty covers the 


fate of the other UN missing, in- 
cluding many, many thousands of 
South Korean soldiers. 


On the other hand, the allies 


hold 160,000 prisoners on the is- 
land of Koje off Korea. The figure 
includes 18,000 Chinese and 40,000 
North and South Korean civilians 
considered dangerous. 


Despite this ratio, the Reds are 


sure to press for a straight ex- 
change of all prisoners. They will 
want all their own people back, 
just as they did in Europe after 
the last World War. 


But what will they do with them 


when they get them back? 


Many Deserted 


A large number of the prisoners 


are deserters and defectors from 
the Chinese and North Korean 
armies. The allies dropped mil- 
lions of leaflets urging them to 
throw down their arms and come 
tnrough the UX lines. Thousands 
of men did so. 


What will happen to them if 


they are now handed back to the 
Reds? Some American army of- 
ficers believe they will be put to 
death aft once as traitors to the 
Communist cause. 


Will the UN negotiators compel 


these men to return to the bitter 
revenge of their Communist lead- 
ers? 
Or will each prisoner be 


given his choice of going or stay- 
ing?

CIO's Murray to Try for New 
Wage Boost for Steelwokers 


PITTSBURGH —(AP)— How 


to get around government wage 
ceilings poses a big problem for 
Philip Murray today as he begins 
negotiations which he hopes will 
result in a "substantial" wage 
boost for nearly 1,000,000 CIO 
United Steelworkers who now av- 
erage $1.97 an hour. 


In addition, Murray—president 


of both the CIO and the Steel- 
workers—is meeting firm opposi- 
tion from the steel industry. Top 
industry spokesmen say they can't 
afford to boost wages because ma- 
terials have increased in price and 
profits have fallen. 


In Washington, some govern- 


ment officials hinted that the in- 
dustry might have to absorb, with- 
out price increases, any wage 
boosts granted Steelworkers up to 
15 cents an hour, or even more. 
Leaders in the steel industry have 
indicated price increases would be 
asked to meet any further labor 
costs. 


Want Bigger Raise 


Under present government wage 


controls, the Steelworkers are en- 
titled to .a maximum wage hike 
of four or five cents an hour with- 
out getting 
special permission. 


Murray has made it clear he wants 
much more than four or five cents 
but hasn't spelled out his demands. 


Today's opening round of nego- 


tialions (starting at 9 a.m. CST) 
is with U.S. Steel corporation, the 
bellwether of the industry. Big 
steel employes about 155,000 USW 
members and the "pattern it sets 
usually is followed down the line 
by the rest of the industry.
